A New Prison Experiment in Russia.

The 8t Petersburg correspondent of the Lon.
don Herald writes, under date of July 9:—

**By the ¢xertions of M. YValoulell, ex-Minister
of the Interior, & large boilding in the Wyborg
quarier of Lhe town, formerly used as a bonde.
warehouse, has been turved foto s kind of
model prison, on an entirely new pluo, for
offenders condemned to o short term of fmpri-
gonment, This establishment has bean orgoan-
ized with & view of rejecting all that is bad in
the ditierent prison systems employed fo the old
and the new world, and retomning ouly what has
been proved to be advantugeous, It is expeeted
on the one band to be (ouud n menns of avold-
fng the disorders of the ordinary peuitentiaries,
which, as is well known, are turned into mers
gchools of imquity by the enforced dleness of
the erimmals qud their seelustion in comwon
durive rhe night, and on the other hand of
remadying the detects of the Amoerican cellular
gystem, condemnsl by Russiau philnothiropists
a8 iubhuwan aud expengive at the stme time,
